The route, which has been 
surveyed the entire distance, will start 
from Smith’s Ferry, passing up Beav­ 
er creek to the Starkey farm, above 
Sprucevale, where a

Behind in Their W ork— Final Adjourn­ 
ment May Be Delayed on Account 


of T a r d in e s s in Doling Out State 


Funds. 


colum bus, O., A pril 2.—[.Special.]— 
A ttorney General Sheets has subm it­ 
ted an opinion to Speaker M cKinnon 
of the house relating to the m atter of 
special legislation for 
bond 
issues. 
W hile the opinion is one of transcend­ 
en t im portance it need cause no un­ 
usual surprise, since it is but a copy 
of the stand taken by the suprem e 
co u rt in several of 
its recent deci­ 
sions. 
In brief, the opinion is th a t 
all legislation g ran tin g to m unicipali­ 
tie s th e power to issue bonds for its 
own use is unconstitutional, and of no 
avail. 
Now, such an opinion given a t 
th e opening of the session would be 
m ost delightful and save the m em bers 
of the assem bly a w onderful am ount 
of w ork, but com ing 
a t 
this tim e, 
shortly before adjournm ent, it is lia­ 
ble to com pletely upset plans and ren­ 
der void m uch th a t has been 
done. 
M any bills of such a character have 
been passed and the bonds authorized, 
issued and sold. 
W hat 
an 
em bar­ 
rassing situation it w ill be for the 
papers to announce some day th a t the 
law under which the action was taken 
has been 
declared 
unconstitutional, 
and the whole proceeding wrong. 
Yet 
th a t is ju st w hat will be done in m any 
instances. 
There is but one way out 
of all th is difficulty, and tow ards th a t 
way the speaker 
is 
endeavoring to 
force the footsteps of the assem bly. 
It is the passage of a general law car­ 
rying bond issues under which all m u­ 
nicipalities in th e state 
may w ork. 
Such a bill was introduced in the sen­ 
ate some tim e ago by Mr. L ongw ood 
of C incinnati, but th a t one has no 
hope of passing. 
It is too sw eeping 
In its provisions, and would perm it 
councils too much leeway in the m at­ 
te r of determ ining when bonds should 
be issued. 
Speaker M cKinnon is now 
having an other draw n in which the 
In terests of the people w ill be hedged 
around w ith all sorts of safeguards, 
and bonds can not be issued w ithout 
th e ir acquiesence in the plan. 
He 
hopes th a t it w ill be quickly passed, in 
order th a t the question m ay be deter­ 
m ined once anil for all. 
In the m ean­ 
tim e there will be no more local bills 
acted upon. 
*

• 
T he finance com m ittees of the house 
and senate are weeks behind in th eir 


w ork. 
Two years ago both of the 
general appropriation 
bills were in­ 
troduced by A pril 6, and both passed 
and out of the way by th e 13th. 
This 
year neither is w ithin tw o weeks of 
introduction, and it will be well to ­ 
w ards the la tte r p art of th e m onth 
before they can be enacted into laws. 
A djournm ent m ust w ait until th a t has 
been done, and, indeed, adjournm ent 
today is sim ply holding off to meet 
the convenience of the finance com m it­ 
tee. 
C hairm an C rafts of the house 
com m ittee, 
who 
has 
toe 
bills 
in 
charge, has prepared a rough sketch, 
w hi' h w ill be subm itted to the senate 
com m ittee th is week. 
Then the real 
w ork begins. 
A little w ill be taken 
off here and there, and a little added 
on in ano th er place. 
T his process of 
addition and subtraction w ill be con­ 
tinued for all of a week, providing 
it goes on harm oniously, 
lf 
differ­ 
ences arise it m ay be a m a tte r of two 
weeks. 
A fter all th is has been done, 
and th e com m ittees are of one m ind, 
the bills will go to the governor for 
any sxiggestions he may have to make. 
The chief executive alw ays calls in 
the auditor of sta te and th e treasu rer 
and other state 
officials, and 
they 
scrutinize the bills carefully. If every­ 
th in g is agreeable, the com m ittees in ­ 
holding the second until its forerun- 
troduce the first one into the house, 
ner shall have passed both branches. 
The second then comes along. 
As a 
rule, there is little difficulty experi­ 
enced after the m easures have reached 
the voting 
stage, for 
m em bers are 
fam iliar w ith the provisions. 
They 
are alw ays called before the com m it­ 
tees during the preparation of the bills 
and asked if they have any requests 
to m ake, and later they are notified as 
to w hether th e requests will be g ran t­ 
ed or not. 
W hile they may be som e­ 
w hat disappointed at the 
last, they 
realize the uselessness of com plaining. 
It is in the construction stages th a t 
the delays occur. 
In a general way, 
th e com m ittees have said w hat they 
would do. 
N early every state depart­ 
m ent and public institution has asked 
for an increased appropriation--they 
alw ays do. and very often th e requests 
are allowed. 
This year in the state 
departm ents 
th e 
tendency, however, 
will be rath e r to decrease than add 
on. 
One or tw o offices will be treated

columbus, O., April 2.—(.Special.]— 
Attorney General Sheets has subm it­ 
ted an opinion to Speaker McKinnon 
of the house relating to the m atter of 
special legislation for 
bond 
issues. 
.While the opinion is one of transcend­ 
ent importance it need cause no un­ 
usual surprise, since it is but a copy 
of the stand taken by the supreme 
court in scveial of 
its recent deci­ 
sions. 
In brief, the opinion is that 
all legislation granting to municipali­ 
ties the power to issue bonds for its 
ow n use is unconstitutional, and of no 
avail. 
Now, such an opinion given at 
th e opening of the session would be 
most delightful and save the members 
of the assembly a wonderful am ount 
of work, but coming 
at 
this time, 
shortly before adjournm ent, it is lia­ 
ble to completely upset plans and ren­ 
der void much th at has been 
done. 
Many bills of such a character have 
been passed and the bonds authorized, 
issued and sold. 
What 
an 
em bar­ 
rassing situation it will be for the 
papers to announce some day that the 
law under which the action was taken 
has been 
declared 
unconstitutional, 
and the whole proceeding wrong. 
Yet 
th a t is just what will be done in many 
instances. 
There is but one way out 
of all this difficulty, and towards that 
way the speaker 
is 
endeavoring to 
force the footsteps of the assembly. 
It is the passage of a general law' car­ 
rying bond issues under which all m u­ 
nicipalities in the state 
may work. 
Ruch a bill was introduced in the sen­ 
ate some time ago by Mr. Long wort n 
of Cincinnati, but m at one has no 
hope of passing. 
It is too sweeping 
In its provisions, and would perm it 
councils too much leeway in the m at­ 
ter of determ ining when bonds should 
be issued. 
Speaker M< Kinnon is now 
having another draw n in which the 
interests of the people will be hedged 
around with all so n s of safeguards, 
and bond* can not be issued w ithout 
their acquiesence in the plan. 
He 
hopes that it will be quickly passed, in 
order that the question may be deter­ 
mined once and for all. 
In the m ean­ 
tim e there will be no more local bills 
acted upon. 
ti

The finance committees of the house 
and senate are weeks behind in their 


work. 
Two years ago both of the 
general appropriation 
bills were in­ 
troduced by April 6, and both passed 
and out of the way by the 13th. 
This 
year neither is w ithin two weeks of 
introduction, and it will be well to­ 
wards the latter part of the month 
before they can be enacted into laws. 
A djournm ent must wait until that has 
been done, and, indeed, adjournm ent 
today is simply holding off to meet 
the convenience of the finance com mit­ 
tee. 
Chairm an Crafts of the house 
committee, 
who 
has 
tile 
bills 
in 
charge, has prepared a rough sketch, 
whi h will be submitted to the senate 
committee this week. 
Then the real 
work begins. 
A little will be taken
